English Opera House. 

Tuts Theatre is feeling the effects of the temporary absence of its 
two brightest ornaments, Miss Kelly and Miss Paton ;—the house, 
on Saturday evening, was at the commencement, most miserably thin. 
The Play was Gordon the Gypsey ; Mr. Bennett appearing, for the 
first time, as Gordon, he was not very successful, not at all equal to 
Mr. T. P. Cooke, in the picturesque of the part, he played it altoge- 
ther too much in the Cambyses vein, a fault Mr. Bennett is very apt 
to indulge in. Mr. Chapman, played Gavin Cameron, with great judg- 
ment and very considerable energy and effect ; this actor has the rare 
merit of never overstepping the bounds of propriety in his acting.— 
Mrs. Weston appeared, for the first time, as the old follower of Cam- 
eron’s house, Marian MJoome, she played it very well. Mr. Thorne 
deserves to be a good singer, he takes so much pains to accomplish the 
difficult task. The Operetta of Military Tactics followed, in which 
Miss Boden and Mr Pearman sang exceedingly well, and Bartley play- 
ed Mons. Tateur, with that rich warmth of feeling he so much excels 
in. Mr. Power and Mr. Wrench played with less spirit than they usu- 
ally do. The Cornish Miners concluded, very carelessly played, in- 
deed; something behind the scenes seemed to have occurred that af- 
forded the performers great amusement, but as they did not let the 
audience into the secret, they could not enjoy the joke with them.— 
The house; became tolerably full, after half-price, but the evening's 
entertainments altogether went off rather flatly.

ercise of his art, he for ten years bestowed his labours gratuitously 
upon the people, thus voluntarily sacrificing the sum of £50,000.
